Advice, 


Of all things in which we deal, advice la 


Ihe eheapeat and the easiest, and yet, 
shrewdly or singularly turned, the moat 
profitable investzflent one can make in 
personal distinction. 
Of all men who 


h;ive invested in this commodity, the Hon 
orabie Horace Greeley has .been the most 
successful 
Bat former investments with 


fair retnrns have scaroelj satisfied Mr. 
dree'ey We judge so bytte fact that now 
he has outstripped even himself, and dived 
\ ery much deeper irjto that sort of specu- 
lation than he ever dared before. A poor 
printer writes him to say that he IB suffer- 
ing for work and desiring Mr. Greeley to 
help him to a situation. Having a good 
trade, he asks Mr. Greeley it ha would 
have him leave his trade for the rougher, 
unskilled employment, and Mr. Greeley 
writes a sermon as usual, on the evil of 
crowding New York when the great fields 
of the Weat are ready to be tilled by idle 
hands, and this gem of philosophy caps 
the climax of advice 


"Yes, we would have every one do the 


most acceptable work he (or she) oan find. 
We would have any man shovel earth for 
u dollar per day wtoere* such work was 
wanted rather than earn five dollars per 
lay by the lightest and most elegant em- 
loyTtoeat wmchwaa given him to Keep 
um out of the almabouse, who that has a 
soul would not?" 


That is very pretty. It is all the prettier 


for being written by a gentleman who ^a 
nbove all danger of want, whose income is 
probably ten or fifteen thousand dollars 
por year, and who can well afford to talk 
flippantly about shoveling earth for a dol- 
lar per day regardless of tho fact that he 
might earn five dollars by easier labor.— 
But wul it satisfy a starving man? It 
is unnecessary to argue the supreme ridi- 
culousnses of such an idea as that, and re- 
gardless of the danger of being considered 
soulless, we must venture the opinion 
modestly that almost every man's and 
woman's life illustrates the folly of such 
au idea 
We would not have a man do as 


per Mr Grealey's advice, simply because 
-\\ewoutdnotdoit ourselves and because 
we know enough of Mr. Greeley's 'ife to 
know that he would not have Mr. Greelay 
follow Mr Greeley's advice Through the 
unetioasness of Mr Greeley's philosophy, 
ha must have broadly smiled while his 
pen was deftly concealing in the above ex- 
tract the real thought that would have 
been fees popularly received because less 
eccentrjc—that his idea is only worthy a 
professional manufacturer of advice. 


If jt were poasioie 10 treat such sophistry 


With seriousness, the hobby of .Mr. Gree- 
ley is open to tbe charge of being as seri- 
ously weak as it is plainly imnractiaal — 
He wants everybody who loses a few 
days' work in the great cities to escape 
thence Lo the great West or the agricultur- 
al districts elsewhere. This is one of those 
popular hobbys that thrive because there 
is nothing tangible either to opoose or fa- 
vor. If you tell a man that he must do 
something that is easily accomplished and 
plainly necessary, you neither get thanks 
nor applause If you.tell a nw\ that he is a 
fool that he don't go somewhere and im- 
molate himself for the sake of the abstract 
idea that he is born to do the werk which 
is most ''acceptable" to somebody elae.you 
may not get his thanks, but you may get 
the popular applause for the sensational 
singularity of your idea. The idleness of 
such "advice" is very well seen by recol- 
lecting to whom these appeals are made 
The idle class of all populations is that 
which is either ignorant or vicious or both. 
The industrious, educated part of our cit- 
izens need no such advice, they work and 
thrive as a rule everywhere. And for the 
very reason that people need no advice 
they are always ready to heed it, while 
they who are too ignorant and lazy to 
know what is good counsel are sure not to 
heed it. Mr Greeley knows this as well 
as any one else. He knows thathis appeals 
do not reach a class who need them, be 
cause in less.than oae-fourth of 1 per cent 
they do not read his paper. And suppose 
he did reach them, and snppose his advice 
were heeded—whiehis plainly as imDOsai- 
ble as to cure crime bv simple admonition 
—what would be the result ? He would he 
sending a class of vagabonds from one loaf- 
ing place to another, he would lift a curse 
off the metropolis to drop it dawn where 
better things might otherwise thrive, he 
would vaccinate crime and idleness and 
squalid poverty npon communities that 
know a better life 
Bvery man of ordina- 


ry information knows that to a limited ex- 
tent every country village is afflicted with 
idlers and paupers who orge the same plea 
with e^ual truth that their city prototypes 
do—tbat Lthey can get no work to do,— 
What would Mr Greeley do with them* 
What would be bis panacea for country 
suffer ing,-since he is so free with his ad- 
vi ce to city sufferers ? 


But we forget that these questions would 


require Mr. Greeley to discard generali- 
ties, and come down to the solid arrange- 
ments of every day life, aad accept things 
about as they appear to be ordained. Such 
questions should not be pressad, the natu- 
ral answers might destroy the symmetry of 
the very thin glass house In which philos- 
ophy is prest rved. Perhaps it weald not, 
however, be 1 oo much to ask a few ques- 
tions regarding Mr. Greeley's relation 
practically tc hia own theories 
Mr. Gree- 


ley was ones a poor printer, he perambu- 
lated the country for work, when not en- 
grimed he sometimes idled his moments 
over a game of draughts. Did he in those 
years of want and those moments of idle- 
ness know that other work was wanted T 
Did he abandon his "stick" for the spade 
whenever there was a dearth of farm la- 
bor and a surplus of ^compositors? Coming 
down to the ha*d, practical idea of labor as 
a means of sustaining tbe people, we be- 
lieve there never was a time when farm 
laoor was not "wanted" more than any 
other; in othe^words, to express Mr. Gree- 
ley's idei, when the trades-were not mor» 
plentifully supplied -than the forests ^nd 
the fields! Did Mr. Greeley ever abandon 
bis newspaper when "such work was 
wanted ' | as his able body and his stout 
hands might have accomplished with the 
hoeand thp axeT Would, it be too much 
to aak if Mr. Greeley, supposing he were a 
poor land needy man, would not decline 
the beautiful seducUreneai of one dollar 
per day and porwty, and covet the "ftvo 
dollars per day by the lightest ind most 
eletrant employment," failing toj inquire 
wfaetfiwr It w*8 siven him to keep him out 
of the alms honor? 
i 


The great difficulty with Mr [<5reeley, 


like all professional ttOMsertvH that hia 
"practical" suggestion* ar« never prtotlo 
ed. How ruuay of his own •cceutrterittw 
has he attempted to exemplify in himself? 
His Idea Is probably copied from another 
philosopher who was boid enough to d&- 
claretfcatp*qpl* oomlda't exp#ot,Jtfm to 
'f natrate practically his own doctrine, it 
"w antbit m^ttobevxnoud of oo* 
m*a LO pmoh.
